UNPRECEDENTED ‘MOVE 


Crush Socred ee 
Labor Chiefs Tell Unions . 


In an unprecedented move 
Wednesday night the Victoria 
Labor Council called on all 
trade unionists to help crush 
B.€.'s Social Credit government 
in the Sept. 19 election. 

The council, in its second 
meeting since the TLC and 
CCL joined forces’ across Can- 
ada in May’ rejected an earlier 
resolution to give support of 
council and affiliated member- 
ship to CCF candidates, but in 
the motion finally passed agreed 
to support “friends of labor.” 

Social Credit government was 
blamed from all quarters and 
council unanimously agreed it 
was the “enemy of labor.”

Construction of a motel in the 
specified location need not, in itself, 
seriously impair the principal pur- 
pose of the highway designed prima- 
rily to speed traffic into and out of 
the city.

Q.—Is the tiger population of 
the world decreasing before the 
spread of settlement and civil- 
on as did the North Ameri- 
the passenger pigeon 
and other species? R.A.D, 

A.——In the case of a species 
of which there is no recog- 
nized census there does not 
appear to be even an authori- 
tative opinion as to the total 
tiger population. Such esti- 
mates are difficult. Of the dif- 
ferent types and habitats of 
tivers, one or more range into 
Siberia and the animals, gen- 
erally regarded in Canada as 
a tropical tribe, are actually 
often found living in snow. Bt 
may be pointed out that in 
contrast with the North Am- 
erican bison, no large num- 
bers of human beings are liv- 
on the tiger and regarding 
the beast as a source of food. 

Many zoologists and authori- 
ties on natural history believe 

the tiger population is actu- 
ally shrinking before the ad- 
vance of civilization.
